No Show? 



Under Hub heading a correspondent 
in yesterday's Colonist put a very per- 
tinent inquiry. Being deeply inter- 
ested in the progress of the farming 
interest, he is anxious to know if there 
is to be an annual exhibition of the 
products of the soil held at Victoria ? 
Saauich, Cowichan, New Westmins- 
ter started woll-filled prize lists on 
their travels weeks ago to draw the at- 
tention of exhibitors in their direction. 
Last year, if wo remember aright, all 
the necossary arrangements were made 
in March for holding a Show at Vic- 
toria in Oetobor. "Wo havo reached 
June twelfth, and not the slightest 
demonstration has yot been made by 
those having the matter in hand. There 
is a President, a Vico President, a Se- 
cretary, a Treasurer, and a Board of 
Direotori. Yet no meeting for the 
preparation of preliminaries has been 
called, no ground solected, no prize- 
list published. The Local Govern- 
ment has voted $700 towards the sus- 
tenance of agricultural societies. How 
much of this paltry amount (when 
we consider the groat and import- 
ant interest that requires fostering) is 
intended for Victoria City ? One-half '? 
One-third ? One-fourth ? And if Vic- 
k oria fails to hold a Show to which So- 
ciety will her quota go, if it goes at 
all ? We are sorry that wo are unable 
to supply an answor to our correspon- 
dent's question, and that, in an 
anxious search for knowledge we are 
compelled to ask questions ourselves. 
Under the circumstances, it is the beat 
course that we can adopt.

Methodist Loudon Annirersaries. 

Tho last week of April ami the first of 
Moy were as usual litnos of great interest 
to tho Wesleyans in London and through- 
out tbe world. The usual annual gather- 
ings then took place, at whioh all the 
proceedings of the year of a missionary 
and educational diameter were reviewed, 
and tho progress effected marked and re- 
joiced over. The preachers, thia year 
■were the Revs. Drs. Punshon and Ken- 
nedy, and Mr. S. Goley, who proacned 
eloquent and effective (tenuous to largo 
and deeply interested audiences. The 
education meeting was said not to havo 
been so numerously attended as it sotuo- 
times has been, nut still tho mooting was 
• very eflVictive one. It was reported that 
two training schools for teachers were in 
full operation, and that tlio naniber of 
day schools were 90G, with 178,717 names 
of scholars on the rolls. The Rev. T. B. 
Stephenson gave a very interesting ao- 
count of what was being done in the 
Children's Homo. Tho Toronto Globe Bay t 
that in the courao of his remarks 
Mr. Stephenson said that ••.sending 
children to Canada had been repre- 
sented as a species of kidnapping, and 
that those who were ongaged in that way 
had been declarod to be worse than the 
Southern slaveholders," but lie, on the 
contrary, believed that emigration wisely 
conducted was tho best way of disposing 
of those children. To talk of "kidnap- 
ping" in such a connection was worse 
than absurd. Tho great meeting, how- 
ever, was the annual missionary anniver 
sary, held in Eieter Hall on Monday, the 
3d inst. For the occasion a Chairman in 
the pereon of Lord Provost Falsbaw, of 
Edinburgh, was impor'.ed from Scotland, 
and ll5 Heotus to havo given universal 
satisfaction. As a matter of course, the 
hall wan densely crowded, and interest 
van taken in tho whole of the proceedings 
of the evening. Tho total homo receipts 
for the year wero £136,400 2a. 3d., while 
tho foreign receipts from affiliated con 
ierences and mission districts were £17,- 
G30 6s. 5d., making in all £1H4,- 
039 8a. 8d. The payments amounted 
to £17'J,91(j. Tho reports from the differ- 
ent parts of the mission field were all 
Tory encouraging, anil showed that very 
groat progress had been made during the 
past year. The connexions] Sunday 
School Union is another Methodist or- 
ganization. A largo centrally situated 
building, for Sabbath School purposes, 
has been purchased and fitted up. In it 
it is proposed to have an immense stock 
of properly selected Sunday School 
books, and every supply for carrying on 
Sunday School work with eflicioncy at 
tho lowest possible cost.

Indian Affairs at Cowiclian 

Cowicuan, Juno 9th, 1875. 

Editor Colonist: — Allow mo space 
in your valuable paper for a few re- 
marks upon tho administration of 
justice in Ccwichan, more especially 
in connection with the Indiana. 

In the first place, I will give you a 
few instances out of many which have 
occurred within tho last 18 mouths, 
proving the respect in which the law 
is held by tho natives here. 

1st. Last fail a warrant was issued 
for the arrest of a Olemclemalnt In- 
dian. A special constable was sent 
to take him; bnt tho Indian armed 
himself with a spear, and defied the 
constable and his assistants to arrest 
him. After standing round the man 
for some time the Constable went 
back to the Magistrate, and there the 
matter ended. No further notice of 
tho affair has ever been taken. 

2nd. A few months ago a warrant 
was issued for tho arrest of a Someuos 
Indian for bringing several gallons of 
whisky from Sau Juan Island and sell- 
ing it here. In this case two Hpccial 
constables wero sent to make tho ar- 
rest. After considerable struggling 
they succeeded in getting tho hand- 
cuffs on; but by some means tho man 
got away from them. One of the 
constables wanted to shoot at him, but 
tho other, Dogberry-like, thought they 
were well rid of a knavoand let 1 im 
go. The same afternoon the hand- 
cuffs wero Bent back by the man's 
squaw with Ins compliments and 
"wake nika ticke." Since that time' 
this Indian has never gone about un- 
armed, and oven when working has a 
sword close at hand. This has gone 
on for tho last two months, and 1 sup- 
pose as long as he is unwilling to be 
arrested no attempt will ever be madi 
to take him. 

Now, I don't pretend to say w ho 
ther the Magistrates were right oi 
wrong in. is suing the warrants; bill 
certainly when an attempt was made 
to arrost, tho arrest Ought to hare been 
made at any cost. If the Magist.ato had 
not the power to do it the G-overn- 
ment is very much to blame iu i ol 
backing up its magistrate sufficiently. 
Give the Indians justice; but let them 
boo that tho law must be treated with 
respect. 

3rd. Some time ago Mr. A. Dods 
purchased a piece of land from the 
Local Government; but tho Oloru- 
clom-alat Indians refusod (o lot him 
occupy or work on it. The Magis- 
trate, tho lato Surveyor General, the 
late Superintendent of Police, Lave 
all been to remonstrate with them,b;u 
all to no purpose. Mr. Dods has, I 
am informed, paid tho Government 
for tho land; but the Indians will not 
lot him cut a piece of firewood on it 
Last winter a gunboat came into tin 
bay to assist tho Magistrate in turn- 
ing off tho natives but they immedi- 
ately loft and wont to another village 
till tho boat left and then resumed 
possession of tho land; and so tlu 
matter stands. Now in this easo the 
Government must know if the land 
they sold Mr. Dods was or was not 
Indian reserve, and if is a most dis 
giacoful policy to keep putting off tlu 
settlement of a nuoaticA o. this kind, 



4th. During the early part of this 
year a white man beat his squaw and 
daughter within an inch of thoir lives. 
A constable was sent to see thorn in 
tho village; but the magistrates took 
no further steps, (waiting it was said 
to see if the women died or not). In 
tho mean time tho white man left, and, 
of course, the Indians believed that he 
paid tho magistrates to let him off. 

5th. About two years ago a party 
of five or six. Indiaus settled on a sec- 
tion of land owned by Mr. Monro (of 
Victoria,) which I boliovo he bought 
in 1861. Other Indians, tho magis- 
trate and white neighbours, warned 
them that they would have to leave 
it; but they continued working upon 
it ami soon got a huge partion of it 
fenced in. The Indian Commissioner 
when hero advised them to leave it at 
once and go on their own reserve; but 
his advice was not listened to. On 
the 1st of January last year, Mr. Su- 
perin tenders Sullivan, together with 
Mr. Mo ley, J. P., and an agent to 
represent Mr. Munro, went to seo 
those Indians. The agent, I under- 
stand, to pull down somo of tho fen- 
cing and -Sir. Sullivan to protect him 
in doing so. Tho Indians advised tho 
Magistrate to go borne, a nd very soon 
gave the agent to understand that he 
had better cease pulling down their 
fence, which they immediately repair- 
ed in the presence ot'.Mr. Sullivan, and 
told him that they wore willing to light 
for tho land, and that as he was only 
one man he had bolorgo and fetch 
some more policeman and try to put 
them off. Since that time (eighteen 
months ago), these Indians have 
been working steadily day after day on 
this land, havo built houses and 
barns, cleared and cultivated many 
acres of it, and altogether done many 
hundred dollars' worth of improve- 
ment. 

In tho last case mentioned tho In- 
dians have known for tho laat ton 
years that the land was outside their 
reserve, and had tho matter been pro- 
per'y taken in band when they first 
began to occupy it might havo been 
settled with little or no trouble; but 
now it will cost some one, either Mr. 
Munro or the Government, a great 
deal of money, and probably blood 
will be shed, befo.o they can bo mado 
to give it up. 

It may be all very well to say that 
the Indians have been warned, and 
that if they lose their improvements it 
will serve them right, but how do 
these half-dozen Indians know that 
Mr. Munro has any right to the land? 
He has never lived on it or cleared a 
yard of it, and can they be expected to 
know that tho Government is powerful 
enough to turn them oil' when for the 
last eight or ten years they havo seen 
the law and its officers resisted with 
impunity? 

The "Canadian News" is quite right 
in one statement: — "The name of Sir 
James Douglas is still held in great 
esteem by the Indians," but the reason 
is not that he gave them lurger reserv- 
es, but that whenever ho promised them 
either rewards or punishments ho kept 
his word speedily. 

I believe, Mr. Editor, that tho 
opinion of all who aro at all acquaint- 
ed with the few facts which I have 
stated is that the Government is acting 
iu a cowardly manner in putting off 
tho settlement of these matters, which 
aro only getting worse overy day and 
likely to lead to more serious trouble 
ere long. The general opinion of Mr. 
Munro is that it' he over intends to 
claim this land he should not let these 
Indians work month after month for 
his benefit; for really they don't be- 
lieve for one moment that they will 
over be lurned off. 

1 will not trouble you with any fur- 
ther remarks at present; but as I con- 
sider tho subject of groat importance 
to tbe public I trust it may be well 
ventilated, for if my statements ara 
correct, 1 think you will agree with 
me. Mr. Editor, that it is a disgraceful 
state of affairs. Yours, &c, V.

The Judge without calling up- 
on tho plaintiff s solicitor, said it was 
i most unfortunate thing for Col. 
heating to possess a wife who appear- 
ed to be ignorant alike of common 
law and c nntnon sense. To present a 
loaded revolver at. a man in tho man- 
ner sin; had done was simply mon- 
strous. He found for the plaintiff for 
i be full amount claimed.

NewYobk, Juno 11. — A dispatch 
from Montreal says Mr. and Mrs.

Tho grand jury aro still investigat- 
ing the silk smuggling frauds, and it 
probable that by tho first of November 
soveral more prominent merchants 
and throe or four custom-house officers 
will ho indicted. 

Cuioauo, Juno 11. — A dispatch re- 
ceived at Gen. Sheridan's headquar- 
ters from tho commanding officer at 
Fort Handers, Wyoming, says a party 
of Indians came into Hock Crook Val- 
ley on Saturday aud ran off 250 head 
oi horsos. The Indians havo gono 
northwest and will probably cross tho 
Platto near tho mouth of Sweetwater. 

New i'oiiK, Juno 11.— Three mil- 
lions of tho bonds called in for the 
sinking fund fell due to day and tho 
payments of gold on this account dur- 
ing tho morning wero $2,200,000. 
Specie engagements for to-morrow 
aggregate $2,200,000. It is thought 
the settlements may reach $3, 0011,000. 

Tho railroad war is continued, and 
on Monday next tho Erie will reduce 
fares between Now York and Roches- 
ter, Buffalo and Niagara Falls. The 
reduction will bo more than threo dol- 
lars on return trip t'ekets. 

Norfolk, Va., June 11. — Captain 
Brown arrived here to-day in charge 
of the iron safe of the U. S. man-of- 
war Cumberland, which was run into 
and sunk in Hampton Roads by tho 
Confederate ram Virginia in "l8t>2. 
Divers had beon at work on the wreck 
for ten years, having in viow tho reco- 
very of tho safe. The lucky man had 
only been at work -18 hours when ho 
found the safe. The water at that 
place is 78 foot deep.

The Reformed Episcopal 
Church. 

[From the Toronto Globe. J 

Chicago, May 20. 
By far the most important gathering 
has been that of tho Council of the Ko- 
formed Protestant Episcopalian Church, 
tho most rtoont addition to tho list of re- 
spectable denominations. Chicago has 
always folt a warm interest in the pro- 
gress of this now church, from tho fact 
that ouo of its principal promoters and 
its lirst missionary bishop was a local 
clergyman of acknowledged ability and 
undoubted popularity. Tho warfare that 
took place between the lato bishop, Hen- 
ry J. Wuitebouse, and his contumacious 
presbyter, Edward C. Cheney, gave to 
tho latter a world wide notoriety, that I 
do not believe was altogether nupleasing 
to tho Rector of Christ Church, be that 
as it, may, the progress of the Cummins- 
Chonoy movement has been watched with 
particular interest; and the occasional 
telegrams that have been received respect- 
ing the growth of the movement in Cana- 
da and away out on tho Pacific coast havu 
been scanned with varied feelings. Tho 
assembling in this city of a Couneil of 
iho Chim b, charged with so important a 
duty as formulating the creed, revived 
public attention, and ensured a largo at- 
tendance during its protracted sessions, 
which extended over six. days, morning, 
afternoon, and evening. 

The personnel of tho Convention was 
very tiue, indeed, not so much from the 
presence of any new, bright, particular 
stars, but from tho general character and 
appearance of the delegates as a whole. 
The roil of clergy was quite respectable. 
'25 votes being cast during the proceed- 
ings, when tho election of a second mis- 
sionary bishop was being decided, while 
the attendance of lay delegate* ran up 
above a hundred. Aside from tho two 
leaders, tho clergy list of tho Reformed 
church has no liner looking gentleman on 
its rolls than tho now missionary bishop 
elect, Rev. William Ii. Nicholson. Mr. 
Nicholson is a gentleman of about 55 
years of age, possesses a vory pleating 
anil ready delivery, and is of dignified 
appearance and carriage. Ho has foryeara 
past been a prominent member of the 
Low Church party in tho Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, by some being regarded as 
one of the leaders of that section of the 
geeat Church. He held tho position of 
rector of St. Paul's, in Boston, for yoais, 
aud then took charge of one of the lurg 
esl and oldest Episcopal Churches in 
Now Jersey, that oi Trinity Church. New 
ark. It wss whilo occupying this posi- 
tion that Dr. CummiDB inaugurated the 
present movement. Ho was \orr speodi 
[y jomed by Dr. Niohojson, wuq accepted 
the position of rector of the Reformed 
Church in Philadelphia, whereby is nt 
present located. His district will comprise 
the Middle Staloj. Among those in at 
tendance were delegates from several 
Canadian towi:s,who,as tho event showed 
were able to convince the rest 
of the delegates that the ncTt 
Couneil ought to be bold in 
Canada. It was accordingly fixed to be 
held at Ottawa. 

Toe most important business transact- 
ed by the Council was with reference to 
the adoption of some definite articles of 
religion. Tho action of the Church here- 
tofore has been very liberal so far as the 
reception of other churches into its ranks 
is concerned; and it was strongly felt by 
those at tho bead of the movement that 
action should bo speedily taken, whereby 
those desiring to connect themselves 
with tho now church might bo nblo to 
learn authoritatively as to its particular 
belief, At the snuio time it was clear im- 
mediately tho subject was broached that 
it was a delicate ouo, the fear being con 
fessed that out of bo hetorogerjoous amass 
great care was necessary to oreato a ho- 
mogeneous whole, bishop Chcnoy de- 
livered one of his most effective speeches 
on this point, but submitted to tho viow 
generally entertained in favor of speedy 
action. An effort was mado to introduce 
a shorter creed than that contained in the 
thirty-nine articles, (lov. Woodford pro- 
posing the following as a substitute for 
the articles submitted by tho committee 
and whiali had been under discussion for 
several days: — 

"The Reformed Episcopal Church by 
its clergy and laity in General Council 
uasurabied horeby, with entire unanimity, 



solemnly reoffim and profess our faith iu 
all the doctrines of tho inspired Word of 
Qod, and in the consensus of doctrines 
as held by all true Christians from the 
beginning. And wo do more especially 
affirm our belief in the JUivino human per- 
son and atoning work of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, as tho only and 
sufficient source of salvation, as tho heart 
aud soul of Christianity and as the cen- 
tro of all truo Christian union aud fel- 
lowship." 

With this explanation and in the spirit 
of a juat Christian liberality in regard to 
tho minor differences of theological 
schools and religious denominations, we 
also adopt, as a summary of tho consen- 
sus of tho various evangelical confes- 
sions of faith— and as the articles of our 
branch of tho Church of Christ on earth 
—the artiolas and explanatory statement 
set forth and ngreed ou by the Evangel- 
ical Alliance at its formation in Loudon, 
1864, and approved by tho separate 
European and American organizations; 
which artiolos aro as follows: 

First— The Divine inspiration, author- 
ity, and sufficiency of the Holy Scrip- 
tures. 

Second— Tho right and duty of private 
judgment in tho interpretation of tho 
Holy ScriptureB. 

Third— Tho unity of the Godhead, and 
tho Trinity of the Persons thorein. 

Fourth — Tho utter depravity of human 
naturo in consequence of the fall. 

Fifth — Tho incarnation of tho Son of 
Ood, His work of atonement for tho sins 
of mankind, and His mediatorial inter- 
cession and reign. 

Sixth— The justification of the sinner 
by fuith alone. 

Seventh — Tho work of tho Holy Spirit 
in tho conversion and tho sautilieation ot 
tho sinner. 

Eighth —The immortality of tho soul, 
tho resurrection of the body, tho judg- 
ment of tho world by our Lord Jesus 
Christ, with the eternal blessedness of 
tho righteous, and tho eternal punish- 
ment of tho wicked, 

Ninth— The Divine institution of the 
Christian ministry, and tho obligation 
and perpetuity of the ordinances of bap- 
tism and the Lord's Supper. 

Tho Council discussed the matter at 
length, bnt finally decided in favour of 
thoreportof tho Committeo, adding then - 
to, however, on tho suggestion of bishop 
Cheney, a preamble stating they were 
adopted as "containing substantially the 
groat truths known as tho 'Doctrines of 
Grace.'" Of course, tho radical changes 
in the liturgy which led, so long ago, to 
the break in the friendly relations be- 
tween tha late Bishop and Dr. Cheney, 
wore adopted, and sovernl of tho articles 
underwent verbal changes. There was a 
faeling of vory general satisfaction among 
tho members that tho Council had been 
able to accomplish so much. 

During tho session of tho Council sev- 
eral religiotiB services wore held, und 
wero attended by crowds of persons. 

Probaiily tho most remarkable order 
that was ever given to a railroad offi- 
cial was sent last week to the station- 
agent at Tarry town, on the Hudson 
River Railroad. Tho telegraph mes- 
sage was: — -"Open the switch and 
throw '89' into tbe river." The agent 
was amazed. Ho knew that '89' was 
an extra freight train bound south. 
To throw it into the river seemed to 
him a crime. Yet there was no mis- 
tako about the order. The message 
was plain and unmistakable. So tho 
switch was turned, and everything 
was prepared to give '89' a cold bath 
whatever might be the consequences 
to the occupants of tho train, or tho 
damage to the properly of tho Com- 
pany, liut for some reason '89' did 
not come. When it was several hours 
behind time, the people became anx- 
ious. A search was instituted, and 
the missing (rain was found three 
miles north, in a disabled condition. 
Tho explanation of the mysterious or- 
der soon came out. It appears that 
when '89' was passing Sing Sing, five 
convicts boarded tho engine, drove off 
the engineer and fireman, and opened 
tho throttle-valve to its fullest extent. 
Thoy were not quick enough, however, 
to prevent the engineer from slyly 
turning on the pumps. As a eonse- 
sequence, the boiler tilled with water, 
the cylinder heads were blown out, 
and tho train stopped. This was a 
fortunate end to tho escapade, for, if 
the train hail continued on its way, 
the railroad authorities would have 
beon compelled to throw it into the 
river in order to save a passenger train 
which occupied the track south of 
Tarry town. The action of the station- 
agent, who obeyed his orders so im- 
plicitly, and of the superintendent 
who sent the order, is not to ho class- 
ed as nt all heroic, nor do we seo in it 
any occasion for newspaper enthusiasm 
and gush ; but it does show a high 
state of discipline among the empiyees 
of the Hudson River Company, and 
some efficiency of service, both of 
which aro delightful to observe m this 
age of criminal carelessness. 

A moral Indiana paper, referring to 
i young man who has been guilty of 
carrying on a flirtation with two girls 
at tho same time, observes: — "lie is 
till in town, holds high his head, and 
seems tho personification of perfec- 
tion, but his small shrivelled soul 
knows not ono ray 'of light emanating 
from integrity of character." 

This is from the pen of tho wicked 
Henry Watte rson, of tho Lousville 
"Courier- Journal": "It is said that 
Secretary Robeson seriously thinks of 
burning tho half a dozen or so of old 
tubs that are left, and of adopting 
Paul Boynton as the United States 
navy."
